Construction on storage lagoon completed

The Town of Didsbury held a small ceremony last 
week celebrating the completion of const ruction on 
the storage lagoon west of the community. 

Work on the upper lagoon began in December 
2013. New pipe, under-liner drains and a new liner 
were installed at the lagoon. The upper lagoon cost 
about $8 million to upgrade. 

“This is basically final storage, so by expanding 
this lagoon the way we have and retrofitting the 
existing berms, we can now service a population of 
about 7,000 people," said Garnet Dawes, the project’s 
engineer with ISL Engineering. “The next phase will 
actually be at the lower lagoon. That’s where all the 
initial treatment happens. That’s being expanded as 
well,” he said. 

Dawes said the upper lagoon that holds the final 
storage was completed first because it’s an easier 
project for the town to do. The final storage facility 
was also completed first because the town had more 


capacity than the upper lagoon could handle, so the 
project increased capacity.

The lower lagoon, which treats waste, will also 
receive an upgrade later this spring once a contractor 
is selected. The hope is to have that upgrade finished 
by about January 2016. Two treatment ponds will be 
constructed while a third existing storage pond will 


also be converted to a treatment pond as well, said 
Greg Skotheim, the town’s manager of public works, 
planning and infrastructure. 

“In the next four weeks, we’ll put it out for public 
tender and then contractors will bid on the work 
and we will try to start construction by March/April 
of this year. Tile whole goal of this was to basically 
snigger it year by year, phase by phase," Dawes 
said. 

Mayor Rick Mouseau said the town is pleased that 
the first phase of the upgrade is now complete. Town 
representatives are now looking forward to finishing 
the remainder of the project, which should meet the 
town’s needs for many years to come. 

“Now we just have to do the finishing touches," he 
said. 

Mousseau said town representatives went ahead 
and did the work now rather than wait until the 
population grew to such a level that the plant was 
at capacity. With the upgrade, the system will now 
be able to handle the community’s waste for many 
more years. 
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Optimism rising at Didsbury Curling Club

The Didsbury Curling 
Club (DCC) is hopeful 
that changes made at 
the start of the curling 
season will pay off with 
a healthier bottom line 
in mid-March when the 
season concludes. 

The DCC and the 
town’s manager of com¬ 
munity services met 
several times after the 
conclusion of the 2013- 
14 curling season to 
see if the club could 
be restored to a more 
solid financial footing. 
The club had lost about 
$40,000 over the previ¬ 
ous two curling seasons, 
and its future was in 
doubt at the conclusion 
of last year. 

"The changes in the 
agreement with the town 
were really helpful to the 
curling club. Having the 
town use the concession 
in the curling club rather 
than in the hockey arena 
has been a lifesaver, I 
think," said DCC presi¬ 
dent Jenn Bommarito. 


Although the DCC is 
not getting any new reve¬ 
nue from the concession 
when it’s being used for 
events at the arena, in 
exchange for using the 
curling club concession, 
the town has reduced 
the DCC’s rent for the 
curling rink by $1,000 
per month compared to 
what the DCC was pay¬ 
ing last year. 

Other changes to the 
negotiated agreement 
include reducing the 
club’s season by one 
month compared to last 
season. This season, 
the club began operat¬ 
ing on Oct. 15 and will 
conclude on March 15 
while in 2013-14, the sea¬ 
son began on Oct. 1 and 
concluded on March 31. 

The town also reduced 
the percentage of the 
rink's utilities that the 
club pays this season 
and took over the cus¬ 
todial duties at the club. 

The changes in the 
agreement - and slight¬ 
ly warmer weather so 
far this season - space 
allowed the club to 


reduce expenses by 25 
per cent so far as com¬ 
pared to the same time 
period last year. 

Because of the con¬ 
cession operating more 
hours this year, more 
people have been com¬ 
ing into the curling club 
side of the recreation 
complex, which has led 
to a few more members 
joining. 

“(Using the curling 
club concession) kind 
of opens up the whole 
space and so everyone 
in the town, when they 
come to see hockey, they 
can also see that curling 
is going on too, and so 
with all of that, 1 think 
it’s been really positive,” 
Bommarito said, adding 
that she thinks since the 
curling club’s financial 
difficulties were made 
public last year, a few 
more people have joined 
the club as active partici¬ 
pants. 

Bommarito said while 
some members decided 
to let their memberships 
in the club lapse at the 
conclusion of last sea¬ 


son, membership rev¬ 
enue has increased 30 
per cent compared to 
last season. Bommarito 
said a concerted effort 
to draw more youth into 
the club has definitely 
paid off by increasing the 
junior membership to 35 
members from 24 mem¬ 
bers last season. There 
were only eight junior 
curlers two seasons ago. 

“That’s wonderful, 
and that’s where 1 want 
to keep focusing is on 
the junior program," 
Bommarito said. 

Another way the DCC 
has been encouraging 
junior curlers is by host¬ 
ing several free family 
fun nights in which the 
younger age group has 
tried the sport. 

Bommarito said the 
DCC is also working 
towards adding more 
adult members and giv¬ 
ing them more oppor¬ 
tunities to curl at more 
events. The DCC is also 
hoping to draw more 
advertising revenue by 
getting more businesses 
to place signs in the rink. 


Council approves 
construction 
of new fire hall

Council members 
approved construction 
of a new fire hall begin¬ 
ning in the spring at their 
Jan. 13 meeting. 

The hall is estimated 
to cost $4 million, with 
town council approv¬ 
ing $2.75 million for the 
project. Mountain View 
County’s portion is esti¬ 
mated at $1.75 million. 
The new building will be 
1,710 square metres and 
will be built adjacent to 
the public works shop. 

In an interview follow¬ 
ing the vote, Mayor Rick 
Mousseau said the new 
hall will be a good asset 
to both the town and the 
community. The current 
hall has been too small 
for the fire department’s 
needs, especially before 
the RCMP moved to the 
current detachment. 
At that time, the fire 
department and RCMP 
shared space at the cur¬ 


rent hall. 

As the former fire 
chief of the department, 
Mousseau has first-hand 
knowledge of the ben¬ 
efits the new hall will 
bring. 

Negotiations with 
the county on poten¬ 
tially funding a new 
hall, finding a location 
for the hall and draft¬ 
ing a design date back 
15 years through various 
versions. 

“(Since) that time 
town council and coun¬ 
ty council have looked 
at different locations in 
town, different designs 
and as the years went 
on (the project) was put 
on the back burner and 
then brought back again. 
I was fire chief then," he 
said. 

Mousseau said since 
firefighting vehicles are 
getting larger, the new 
hall is necessary not 
only to house them, but 
future vehicles as the 
town grows. 
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This is the 3rd year that Western ^

Council to consider new signage plan

Town council will con¬ 
sider a new signage plan 
later this year following a 
presentation on the topic 
by town staff at the Jan. 9 
policy and priorities com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Christofer Atchison, 
the town’s coordinator of 
legislative services, told 
council members that a 
committee of town staff 
has been working on a 
new signage plan. He said 
he hopes it will be ready 
for council consideration 
later this spring, with 
•approval shortly after 
that time. 

“We don’t want the sig¬ 
nage project polarizing 
the community,” he said, 
noting that the idea is to 
arrive at different types 
of signage that are consis¬ 


tent throughout the com¬ 
munity. 

Prior signage plans by 
the town went awry fol¬ 
lowing negative public 
feedback. Atchison said 
while residents have 
expressed disappoint¬ 
ment with all types of 
signs in the past, direc¬ 
tional signage was seen 
as particularly ineffec¬ 
tive. Since signage was 
a council-driven initiative 
in the past, Atchison said 
council needs to agree to 
this plan for it to be effec¬ 
tive. 

“We don’t want the sign 
project to be (expensive) 
to the municipality,” he 
said. 

There are several loca¬ 
tions proposed for vari¬ 
ous types of signs under 
the plan, including adja¬ 
cent to Highway 582, 20 
Avenue and several oth¬ 


ers. The new signage 
policy should allow for 
more signs of community 
amenities, Atchison said.

A new LED sign for the 
community would save a 
lot of staff time, Atchison 
said, compared to the 


community sign that 
must now be changed by 
hand by staff on a peri¬ 
odic basis. Staff could 
change the LED sign with 
a few keystrokes of a 
computer. 

Atchison said the loca¬ 
tion of an LED sign would 
be important. He also 
said it could generate rev¬ 
enue for both the town 
and various community 
groups. 

“There’s still a lot of 
discussion that has to 
take place on this," he 
said. 

Atchison forsees a lot 
of community consulta¬ 
tion with residents on 
the sign initiative prior to 
its adoption. Town staff 
want to get feedback 
from residents through 
comments logged on the 
town’s website among 
other venues. The town 


also wants to employ 
the same committee 
that reviewed the town’s 
recreation and culture 
master plan to review 
feedback from the com¬ 
munity regarding the sign 
project. 

“We really need to 
talk to tl»e people who 
will use the signage the 


most,” he said. 

Following the con¬ 
clusion of the meeting, 
Mayor Rick Mousseau 
said consultation will be 
a key part of getting the 
community on board with 
the revised sign policy.

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Arts society to talk to town about funding request

Town council mem¬ 
bers recommended 
the Mountain View 
Arts Society talk to the 
town’s community ser¬ 
vices department about 
possible funding for the 
annual festival the soci¬ 
ety holds each year. 

The recommendation 
was made following a 
discussion council mem¬ 
bers had during council’s 
Jan. 13 meeting.

In light of recent chang¬ 
es to the promotional 
request policy that took 
away council’s discre¬ 
tionary power over funds, 
town administrators said 
the arts society request 
would not fit under the 
new policy. But adminis¬ 
trators said the request 
could be brought forward 
to the town’s community 
services department as a 
grant request. 

“1 think the Mountain 
View Arts Society is a 
boon to our community. 
I guess we as a coun¬ 
cil have to decide what 
that is worth. Sometimes 
rules get in the way of 
good decisions," said 
Coun. Lavar Adams. 


Adams added that he 
thought some funding 
should be made available 
to the organization that 
helps promote the com¬ 
munity. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger 
suggested the society 
should apply to the town 
for fimds on an as-need¬ 
ed basis for each of its 
several events instead of 
one-time annual funding. 

“The arts society is very 
important. I just want to 
make sure we (as a coun¬ 
cil) stay responsible,” he 


said. 

Coun. Sheila Shulz said 
while she supported the 
arts society, she thought 
in-kind donations by 
the town, such as park 
benches, volunteerism 
and other non-monetary 
donations might be a 
good way to support the 
society. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy 
said because there are 
so many different worthy 
groups in town, council 
has a responsibility to be 
judicious when handling 


funding requests. 

Kathleen Windsor, a 
representative on the 
arts society board, told 
council members she 
was hopeful the society 
could get some funding 
from council to help off¬ 
set costs. In the past, she 
said once the society had 
some funding from the 
town, the society was 
able to secure funding 
from other sources, such 
as Canadian Heritage and 
was hopeful that might 
be the case again this 
year.

Council votes to keep deputy 
mayor on rotational basis

Council members voted to keep the 
position of deputy mayor on a rota¬ 
tional basis at the council meeting on 
Jan. 13. 

Roy Brown, the town’s chief adminis¬ 
trative officer, asked council members 
to consider whether council should 
make the deputy mayor position a per¬ 
manent one whereby the person who is 
selected would serve for the balance of 
council’s term in that role. 

Brown said the suggestion was 
arrived at after administrators con¬ 
sidered how the deputy mayor and 
mayor worked together over the past 
year Brown said by switching to a 
permanent deputy mayor, the two peo¬ 
ple serving in the mayor’s and deputy 
mayor’s roles would develop more of a 
team approach. He said the suggestion 
was not to suggest that the individuals 
currently in those roles weren’t work¬ 
ing well together already, it would just 
build consistency. 

While many councillors could see the 
merits of such a change, not all were 
convinced it would serve council well, 


however. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy said the advan¬ 
tage to rotating the deputy mayor, 
as is the practice now, is that dif¬ 
ferent councillors get to assume the 
deputy role and find out if they fit 
the role. One of the downsides is that 
some councillors haven’t yet had that 
opportunity to try out the role at this 
point. 

McCoy said one of the challenges to 
being deputy mayor is that the person 
might be learning as they progress 
in the role, especially if the mayor 
becomes incapacitated, as happened 
last year when Mayor Rick Mousseau 
was recovering from surgery for an 
extended period. McCoy suggested, in 
that case, that an “acting mayor" and a 
“deputy mayor" fill in. 

“I’m kind of tom by this. I too would 
like the experience, but there is the 
benefit of team," she said. 

“I believe there’s pros and cons to 
both (permanent and rotating roles),” 
Coun. Lavar Adams said, adding he 
prefers the rotating role because it 
gives more councillors the ability to do 
the administrative side of the mayor’s 
position.

It comes as no surprise 
that the recent steep fall in 
world oil prices is starting 
to have a negative impact 
on Alberta’s finances, with 
everyone from Premier Jim 
Prentice to industry leaders 
saying the downturn is bad 
news. 

As the province most 
heavily dependent on 
resource revenues, Alberta 
is in a unique position in 
Canada of being very tightly 
tied to the ups and downs of 
the international petroleum 

market. 

If previous examples of the impact a drop in oil 
prices can have on the province’s fiscal well-being 
are any indication, Alberta may be in for another 
rough ride. 

In fact, according to the Conference Board of 
Canada, Alberta is now facing the real possibility 
of falling into recession. 

“One province that is particularly concerned 
about the recent plunge in oil prices is Alberta," 
the board said last week. “When prices dropped 
to such low levels during the last recession, engi¬ 
neering investment in the province nosedived by 
about $18 billion, some 30,000 jobs in Alberta’s 
mining sector disappeared, and housing starts fell 
75 per cent. 

“A similar, but not quite as severe, drop in 
investment, jobs, and housing starts could be in 
store for the province if prices fail to recover 
soon or continue to fall. Oil is Alberta’s main 
export. And going forward, the province is certain 
to suffer, especially on the employment front, 
from the drop in oil prices—and it is likely to slip 
into recession.” 

Premier Prentice has already reportedly said 
the province is facing a $500-million deficit due 
to the drop in oil prices. 

What that means in terms of cuts to public ser¬ 
vices such as schools, hospitals, roads and other 
projects and infrastructure remains to be seen. 

Yet what is already known is that Alberta’s 
immediate future in terms of fiscal health is now 
anything but rosy. 

While the Prentice government cannot be held 
responsible for the recent drop in oil prices - that 
is the result of other factors, such as OPEC pro¬ 
duction levels - Albertans may still have a few 
questions for the ruling PCs. 

In particular, why have the province’s finances 
fallen so steeply and so quickly? Didn’t the recent 
years of high resource revenues and unprec¬ 
edented growth give the PCs every opportunity to 
diversify the economy? With all the money flow¬ 
ing in recent years, did the Tories do enough to 
prepare for rainy days? Did they do any planning 
at all? 

With things now taking a serious downturn for 
Alberta, would it be any wonder if Albertans start¬ 
ed asking what exactly the Stelmach-Redford- 
Prentice PCs have been up to?

banking have boomed in Texas 
for example and thus provide 
more opportunities for people in 
that state. 

But economic growth and pub¬ 
lic benefits - increased employ¬ 
ment opportunities, for example 
- result from getting the basics 
right: low business and personal 
tax rates, a flexible labour market, 
and other advantages that attract 
investment. Alberta, especially 
after the mid-1990s, has had these 
advantages in spades relative to 
other provinces. 

That may explain why, even 
with a 20-year look, Alberta’s 
unemployment rate has been con¬ 
sistently low, particularly when 
compared with other mtyor prov¬ 
inces. 

Between 1994 and 2013, 
Alberta's average annual unem¬ 
ployment rate has been just 5.4 
per cent through bust and boom 
and bust again - despite the high¬ 
est interprovincial in-migration of 
any province in the same period. 

In contrast, the more diversified 
British Columbia economy has 
suffered an average annual unem¬ 
ployment rate of 7.3 per cent in 
those two decades, with Ontario's 
at 7.4 per cent and nine per cent 
in Quebec. 

Diversification might help 
smooth out government revenues 
in some years, but it can’t guar¬ 
antee a more robust economy or 
lower unemployment rate. In real¬ 
ity, diversification may be less 
critical than most people think.

uted to the decision that 
the majority of us made, 
and we made that for the 
right (reasons). 

“1 think this is the pre¬ 
mier to lead us back to 
true conservative values 
and government and the 
Wildrose was in a state at 
that time that they were 
very disorganized. We 
weren't even sure that 
what would be left would 
be the official Opposition. 

“So it was a number of 
contributing factors: most¬ 
ly one-on-one conversa¬ 
tions with the premier that 
reassured me he can take 
this government back to 
true conservative values 
and I believe he can do 
that, if given the chance.” 

“It’s not a simple matter. 
It wasn’t done on the spur 
of the moment, that's for 
certain. It took weeks to 
put this together," Rowe 
said, although he denied 
reports that negotiations 
on the floor crossing 
began as far back as May. 

“I don’t believe that was 
the case at all,” he said. 
“The first 1 knew about it 
was the day after the ses¬ 
sion ended in December. 
That was the first (time) it 
was even hinted at.” 

When asked if he will 
run for the PC nomina¬ 
tion, Rowe said, “I haven’t 
made that decision yet. If 
he (Premier Jim Prentice) 
calls a spring election, 
it’ll be a tough choice to 
make.”

“I just have to talk it 
over with my wife a lot 
and make sure this is what 
we want to do. So I’ll make 
that announcement in due 
time,” Rowe said. 

Rowe was asked if he 
believes that as a for¬ 
mer Wildrose member, 
he’ll be accepted into the 
Progressive Conservative 
party in this area 

“Well, I guess that 
remains to be seen, 
doesn’t it," Rowe said.
